Kowloon Explosion 
“Aftermath. 


R.A.F. road-repairing machines were at work yesterday morning 
cletring up the section of Argyle Street covered with mud 
and carth by the tunnel explosion the previous night. 

Kacavating parties were also working in an endeavour fo recover 
the body of a child and a female servant buried under the 


debris. 


The tunnel where the explo- 
sion had oceurred was some 60 
feet in length. It had been 
partly sloughed In and clearance 
work in the southern cross-cut 
had been delayed owing to the 
ditculty of access. 

Large quantities of 
had been previously removed. 
It was not known what was 
contained in the southern cross- 
cut or how deep this extended. 

The malt force of the explo- 
sion was in a southerly directloty 
and the only oxtenelve damage 
was to the block of Chincse-style 
houses at 117-121, Argyle Street, 
built on a lower level of the hill 
on which the Diocesan Boys’ 
School stands, 

TUNNEL NEAR HOUSES 

The centre of the explosion 
was only a few yards 1emoved 
from the rear wall af these 
houses and the tunnel must have 
extended to within a bare few 
yards of them, built on a ter- 
race overlooking Argyle Street 
with garages on the streec-level, 

The damage could ‘iave been 
considerably greater were it not 
for the fact that there was 4 
considerable amount of soft 
earth which smothered the force 
of the explosion, 

It was, heavever, sufficiently 
violent to wrench off the iron 
gates leading up to the terrace, 
The upper portion of the locke 
of houses waa more considerably 
damayed than the lower, but the 
Police advised everyone to move 
out ax it was nol certain. that 
the building: could hold together, | 

FORTUNATE : 
CIRCUMSTANCE 

The’ absence Of Major casual. 
ties on the streets is explained | 
by the fuct that the intersection 
is not oa very busy one, most 
of the traffic usually taking 
Waterloo Road, and further, by ; 
the fact that the explosior oc. , 
curred at night. : 

Police from Mongkok Station, 
the R.A.F, Police, the Fire Bri- 
gade and the RAP. Ambulance 
Section, alded BY B.A. men 
and Commandos from stations 
close to the scene of the explo- 
sion worked for several hours 
through the night and early 
morning. Several padrea rush- 
ed also to the scene, 

Rescue work way complicated ; 
by the louse footing in the 48- 
cent to the terrace and by the 
amount of muddy water that 
ringed the terrace on the Argyle 
Street side. Some of the more 
prudent thought ft inadvisable 
to stay too long in the area, 
granting the possibility of an- 
other: explosion.

William Joyce, “Lord Haw Haw" 
for Nazgj Germany's wartime radio 
propaganda lanes, died to-day on 
the gallow of Wandsworth prison 
for high treason. 

The 40-yearold American-born 
Joyco, who was in Germany on o 
British pasxport and who sold his 
honeyed voice to fhe Nazis oa .a 
Tadio propagandist at the outsot 
of the war, was executed for the 
treason of which he wan convicted 
by « British court on September 
19. 

He died on the samy  seoffokl 
where John Amery, son of a 
former British Cabinet Minister, 
wan hanged on December 19 on 
treason chargen crowing out of 
similar radio activities. --Associat- 
ed Prosa. 

More than fifty people waited on 
the frosty pavements outside tho 
prison to sce the notice of execu- 
tion posted up on the prison gates.
